Moreover, it 
tnay seetn most desirable to distinguish 
betv.-oen this class aud the.other. 


But those who wish to make their 


peace, whether formally or' not, may 
be sternly directed to remain on their 
farms, working at their ordinary busi- 
ness, until the queen's pleasure shall be 
made Icuowu to them. 


This policy, I understand, is practi-
